accessing credit bureau data for the applicant; 
accessing account information for the applicant; 

generating a score for the applicqm based on the credit bureau data and the account 
information; and 

determining whether to opefi the financial account based on the score.

6. A method as set fpfth in claim 1 and further comprising the act of 
performing a preliminary financial account information database search. 



7. A method as set forth in claim 6 and further comprising the act of denying 
the applicant if the preliminary financial account database search establishes that the 
applicant had a previoi/s financial account closed "for cause."

a system server including a software program for evaluating applicant credit bureau 
information and applicant account information; 

a credit bureau databas ; connected to the system server for providing credit bureau 
1 5 data to the software program; 

a financial account dat ibase connected to the system server for providing financial 

/are program; and 

a financial institution tomputer connected to the system server to provide applicant 
information to the system sewer thereby allowing the system server to retrieve applicant 
20 credit bureau information and applicant financial account information and evaluate 
whether to open the account/ for the applicant. 
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
